death at the hands of Chinese who suspected they were 
pro-Japanese. 


Death was raining from the sky on the stricken city 


for the fourth day.

COVINGTON, Tenn., Aug. 17 — 


(UP) — The 
body 
of 
Albert 


Gooden, negro, was found hanging 
from a bridge railing near here 
early today.' It had been riddled 
with bullets. He was lynched by 
six masked men who took him 
from the custody of Sheriff W. J. 
Vaughn last night. 


Gooden was indicted by the 


grand jury yesterday for the mur- 
der of a white man. He was being 
returned here from the Shelby 
county jail in Memphis where he 
had been taken July 18 after a 
mob had stormed the local jail. 


Sheriff Vaughn said that a sedan 


containing six masked men forced 
his car to the roadside five miles 
outside Covington. He was cov- 
ered by revolvers before he could 
' use his own, he said, and the men 


sped away with his prisoner. 


After a long search, Gooden's 


body was found hanging from a 
plow line. 
After the noose was 


around his neck, Its free end tied 
to the railing, he apparently had 
been forced to sit or stand on the 
rail and had been shot off. 


Gooden was charged with the 


murder of Marshal Chester Doyle, 
July 17, at Mason, Tenn. 
Doyle 


was killed while attempting 
to 


break up a negro crap game.

Poison Suspected 


In a moment the mob was on 


him and in but a few moments his 
battered body lay on the street. 
Men In the crowd explained that 
he was carrying a package of 
white powder and that they be- 
lieved it was poison. 


Ching Keong-Sau, 32, a well edu- 


cated American Chinese, represen- 
tative of the China National Wel- 
fare association, was the next vic- 
tim. 


Two hundred Chinese, who saw 


Ching In the Kwelchow road, near 
the Bubbling Well road at the west 
side of the settlement, got the Idea 
first that he was pro-Japanese and 
then that he was a Japanese. 


They were on him in a moment. 


Chinese police of the settlement 
watched without Interfering. Ching 
waa beaten, kicked, bound, and the 
mob was 
about 
to 
drag him 


through the streets to death when 
a group of foreign officers charged 
Into the crowd, fista flying, and 
rescued him.

Ching waa taken to a nearby 


police station for safety. Now thor- 
oughly roused, the Chinese ganged 
in front of the staion%,t;e 
in front of the station, their num- 
bers increasing as more people 
arrived. 


Another Chinese was attacked. 


He was 
accused of aiding the 


foreign officers to rescue Ching, 
and he was himself beaten. 


The American consulate general 


at once started an Investigation of 
Ching's case. 


Fleet Leaders Confer 


Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, com- 


manding the United States fleet, 
went Into conference with Sir 
Charles Little, commanding 
the 


British fleet and it was believed 
that the new danger from the mob 
was part of their concern. 


Chinese regulars were believed 


to have scored a victory over Jap- 
anese bluejackets who attacked 
them In the Chapel quarter north 
of the settlement.

IN DANGER ZONE 


LONDON, Aug. 17 — (UP) — 


Lloyd's and other insurance under- 
writers today announced drastic 
increase on insurance premiums on 
cargoes to and from Chinese and 
Manchukuoan ports, in fear of a 
formal Chinese-Japanese war. 


Hitherto the rate has been five 


shillings or ?1.25 per $500 of in- 
surance, plus a general scheduled 
charge, on insurance for Yangtse 
river cargoes and ports north of 
Shanghai but excluding Shanghai. 


Today the rate for cargoes to 


and from Yangtse ports, excluding 
war risk insurance, waa raised to 
a flat $15 on ?500. 


Rates to ports north of Shang- 


hai, and to Dairen, Manchukuo, 
were fixed at $5 per $500 without 
war risk and $15 including war 
risk. 


Rates to ports south of Shanghai 


were raised from $2.50 to $5.

IGHTNING struck the Edison Memorial 
Tower at Menlo Park, N. J., the other 


"day and toppled the steel structure to the 
Aground. When the workers got at the de- 
bris it was found that the little model in- 
candescent light set in the base of the 
tower as a perpetual memorial to the late 
inventor had not been extinguished. The 
glass case that housed it was shattered, 
but the bulb itself was not disturbed.

CONTROVERSIAL BILL 


The President opposed enactment of the 


Tydings measure so strenuously that he 
sent a letter to Congress urging that it be 
pigeonholed. Under this pressure it was 
barricaded in committee. Buy by a parlia- 
mentary coup, Senator Millard Tydings of 
Maryland, its current sponsor, attached it 
as a rider to the District of Columbia tax 
bill and it whipped through Congress. 


Aimed at cut-rate stores, the measure 


empowers manufacturers to require retail- 
ers to sell at specified prices. It has been 
knocking around Washington for years. 
Under the Republicans it was known as 
the Capper bill. Several years ago Tydings 
took it under his wing. 


His interest is attributed to the big stake 


that Maryland distillers have in the legisla- 
tion. There are at present some 450,000,- 
000 gallons of whiskey nearing the official 
four-year aging requirement for "bottled in 
bond" labeling. The distillers fear that if 
such a flood of liquor comes on the mar- 
ket at one time, current price levels will 
collapse. So they have been very anxious 
to put through the price maintenance bill 
in order to control the retail market.
